11:00—Party arrived at Willard’s hotel 
and met by President Cleveland. 
The presidential party and escort start­ 
ed for the capitol in the following order: 
United States regular troops. 
United States Marine corps. 
United States Naval oadets. 
Naval Apprentices of W ashington. 
The presideetial party arrived at the 
oapitol at l l :45. 


GENERAL HARRISON. 


The fall bench of the Massachusetts 
supreme court has sustained the defend­ 
ant’s exceptions in the case of Halburt 
G. Littlejohn, administrator, agent the 
Fitchburg Railroad Company. 
These 
wero two ections tried together, broogbt 
to recover damages for the death of two 
miner children of plaintiff in the Deer­ 
field accident. 
The parents at the time 
were riding on a pass, plaintiff being an 
employe of the Troy and Greenfield 
railroad, upon which the accident oc­ 
curred. The defendant asked the supe­ 
rior oourt to rule that the defendant is 
not responsible for the defective condi­ 
tion of the road, unless it bad notice of 
the same or might have had notice by 
the exercise of due care; but the court 
refused so to rn!?, au l the defendant ex­ 
cepted. The jury gave verdicts of 52,500 
for the plaintiff in each case, and the de 
fondant took the cases to the supreme 
court, which holds that the ioliDg asked 


f o r should have been given. It is said 
by the court: “ There is no doubt that 
plaintiff’s children wero passengers.”

the president elect was escorted to the 
east portio of the capitol and took oath of 
office. He then delivered his address. 
Following is a synopsis: “My promise is 
spoken; yours unspoken; but not less 
real and solemn. 
I do not misinterpret 
the spirit of the occasion when I assume 
that the whole body of the people coven- 
ed with me and each other to support 
and defend the constitution, and to yield 
willing obedience to all laws. This oc­ 
casion derives peculiar interest from lh- 
fact that the presidential term which be­

is

twenty-sixth 
undtr our cot stitution. 
I will not 
attempt 
to 
note 
the 
marvelous 
contrast between our country as it 6tepe 
over the tin et ho) J into the eecond cen_ 
tory of organized existence nuder the 
constitution, and that weak but wisely 
ordeied young nation that looked down 
on the first century when all its years 
stretched out before it. 
Theteintory of

suade themselves that thfcy are having a 
devil of a time. 
To ybu who sit serene and 
quiet in the circle of domesticity this 
means possibly nothing; but to men abd 
women who are here, uncomfortable, un­ 
provided with the commonest necessaries 
of life, with none ot tho comforts and 
charms of a well-appointed home, it means 
an infinity Of annoyance and in many cases 
a saturnalia of debauchery in drink abd 
kindred vic&s.

TOE INCOMPLETE CABINET. 


The Agricultural Portfolio lu ll Unfilled 
—Rusk's Chances Good. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
March 
4 . — Tho Cabinet 
still stands unfinished. 
The man who is to 
fill the department of agriculture has not 
been chosen—at least tho President-elect 
has agreed to hold the appointment open 
until Monday night to permit tho Nebraska 
people to submit additional reasons why 
ex-Gov. Furnas of that Stat© should be 
selected, but at present it looks very much 
as i if Uncle Jerry 
Rusk was coming 
out fahead. 
Ho 
has 
wonderful pow­ 
ers 
of 
endurance 
seems bound to 
wiiv, 
It has been the biggest fight in 
the history of Cabinet making. 
The Ne­ 
braska men had the last inning. 
They 
secured permission from Gen. Harrison to 
send for Gov. Furnas, and that gentleman 
arrived here Sunday afternoon. 
Altnough 
it was given out distinctly that thoro 
would be no Cabinet talk Sunday, Gen. 
Harrison consented to see him, and tho ex- 
Governor sj>ent h alf an hour in his parlors 
with Senator P addock and Representative 
Dorsey. 
Gen. Harrison promised not to 
decide tho caso until he had received some 
papers tho Nebraskans desired to submit, 
but ho did not give them any encourage­ 
ment. 
Those who have tho boat opportunity for 
knowing aro certain Gen. Rusk will be ap­ 
pointed. 
In fact, a member of the Presi­ 
dent’s immediate family says that his name 
is on tho slate and he does not think it 
would bo scratched off. 
There are reports 
that some of tho appointees may be shifted 
around. 
It evidently grows out of the 
fact that Gen. Harrison told a gentleman 
Saturday that ho should not consider his 
cabinet finally settled until he sent the 
nominations to tho Senate on Tuesday, but 
thero will be’no important changes. 
Rusk 
may go into the War Department and 
Proctor take tho Agricultural Department, 
but this is only tho merest guess. 
Nobody 
knows what may happen. 
Gen. Harrison 
has not yet made up his mind definitely. 
But it is as good as settled that seven of 
tho eight cabinet places will be thus filled: 
State—Blaine. 
* Treasury—Windom. 
Navy—Tracy. 
Postoffice—W ANAMAKER. 
W ar—P roctor. 
Justice—W. H. H. M il l e r . 
Interior—Noble.

W ashington, 
March 4.—Undoubtedly 
the most noteworthy act of the Lth Con­ 
gress, which closed at noon Monday, has 
been the passage of the act admitting four 
new States to tho Union. 
Tho Congress 
has been in many respects a remarkable 
one, and in its length has exceeded that of 
any 
previous Congress. 
Although 
tho 
measure which caused tho prolongation of 
tho first session beyond all precedent re­ 
sulted in nothing save a m ighty torrent of 
debate, tho Congress 
has 
nevertheless 
achieved a considerable amount of work. 
More bills have been introduced and m >ro 
enacted Into laws than during any other 
Congress. 
In the m atter of vetoes tho 
heretofore 
unsurpassed record of 
tho 
XLI Xth Congress has been beaten, Presi­ 
dent Cleveland disapproving more bills 
during tho last two years of his adminis­ 
tration than during tho first two. 
Ho has 
vetoed directly 278 bills, 157 more than all 
his predecessors combined from W ashing­ 
ton down, while fourteen measures liavo 
been subjected to what is called tho pocket- 
voto. 
M easure* C onsidered. 
Beginning on tho first Monday in Decem­ 
ber, 
1887, tho Lth Congress continued 
practically uninterruptedly in session until 
Oct. 20,1888, when it adjourned to meet 
for the second .session in December and to 
continue until March 4, 1880, as required 
by law. 
During tho two sessions thoro 
have been introduced in tho Houso 12,050 
bills, or 1,400 more than in tho preceding 
Congress, and 268 joint resolutions, or 5 
more than in tho XLI Xth Congress. 
Com­ 
mittee reports have been made to the num ­ 
ber of 4,154. 
In tho Senate‘*1,908 bills and 
144 joint resolutions have been introduced, 
against 3,357 bills un I 118 resolutions dur­ 
ing tho preceding Congress, which broke 
all previous records in this respect. 
Thoro 
wero 2,706 written reports made, or over 
700 in excess of the preceding Congress. 
Of all these bills aud joint resolutions 1,789 
becamo laws, of 
which number 
1,190 
originated in the Houso aud OOI in tho 
Senate. 
Tho President also sent veto mes­ 
sages in tho case of 99 Houso and 47 Senate 
bills, or 14 more vetoes than were made 
during the previous Congress. 
M easures T h at B eca m e Laws. 
Some of tho more im portant House bills 
which have liecomo laws are as follows: 
For a conference of South and Central 
American nations in Washington in May 
next; to divide the great Sioux reservation 
in Dakota; the Scott Chinese exclusion act; 
creating a Department of Agriculture, tho 
head of tho 
officer; to establish a Department of Labor; 
to create boards of arbitration or commis­ 
sions for settling Controversies or differ­ 
ences between interstate common carriers 
and their employes. 
Bi Is originating in tho Senate becamo 
laws to tho number of 601, of which 409 
were of a private character. 
Forty-seven 
Senate bills were vetoed, the most im port­ 
ant being the direct-tax bill. 
Among tho principal Senate bills which 
became laws were tho omnibus territorial 
admission bill; to incorporate th© Nicara­ 
gua Canal company; to J rovido aid to 
Stato homes fur tho support of disabled 
soldiers; to perfect the quarantine service; 
to prohibt the coming of < hinese laborers 
into tho United States; to allow any honor­ 
ably discharged soldier or sailor who has 
abandoned or relinquished his homestead 
entry to make another entry; to change 
tho time of meeting of tho electoral college; 
to enable til© President to protect the in­ 
terest* of the United States at Panama la 
similar measure with reference to Samoa 
was included in tho naval {appropriation 
bill); to protect the Alaska fur-seal and 
salmon fisheries; directing tho Secretary of 
tho Interior to investigate tho practicability 
of constru< ting water-storago reservoirs in 
arid regions and appropriating *200,000 to 
suppress infection in 
merce of tho United States in aid of suffer 
ers from yellow fever. 
Congress also passed bills to pension Mrs. 
Sheridan, Mrs. Airs. Frank P. Blair und to 
retire Gen. Rosecran3. 
There has been included In this statement 
of bills which havo becomo laws those in 
tho President’s hands awaiting signature. 
U n successful Hill*. 
Three hundred and thirty-three 
bills 
which passed the House failed in the Senate 
in conference. 
By far tho most notable of 
these is tho Mills tariff bill. 
Another very 
im portant House bill which failed is tho 
Oklahoma bill, many of tho provisions of 
which are, however, 
incorporated in tho 
Indian appropriation bill. Other im portant 
House measures which failed aro as fol­ 
lows: 
Tho general land bill and tho 
general forfeiture bill, to prevent the pro­ 
duct of convict labor from being used in 
any government departm ent or upon pub­ 
lic works; prohibiting tho allowance of any 
fee in any claim for increase of pension 
on account of an increase of the disability 
for which tho pension was allowed; to relax 
tho rigors of the internal revenue laws;

for trial on the charge 
of embezzling from 
the Adams Sc West­ 
lake 
m anufacturing 
company. 
Last De­ 
cember Vines caused 
a sensation by the 
mysterious way 
in ] 
which he got away 
with over f t , OOO, and 
was the central figure in another sensation 
when a few days later he was found curled 
up in a trunk. 
The testimony for the prosecution was 
short and to the point. 
A. W einburg of 
the firm testified that he had employed 
Vines, and that the young m an’s duty in­ 
cluded the task of carrying the money to 
the men on pay-day. 
This work he had 
always performed faithfully until the day 
before, when he learned there was to be 
a 
general reduction in the 
force, 
in 
which Vines was to lose his position. 
Then 
he took the envelopes as usual, but failed 
to deliver them to the men, and was heard 
of no more until the dispatch from St. Louis 
stated that ho had been found in a trunk on 
a train, and with the trunk, which con­ 
tained most of the missing money, was be­ 
ing held by tho St. Louis police. 
The defense was insanity. 
Dr. Fenger 
was the first witness. 
He said less than a 
year ago Vines had his nose injured in a 
sparring match and had called on the 
doctor to have it attended to. 
Th©injured 
feature of the young man’s face was 
properly dressed, but the patient seemed 
extremely nervous and expressed great 
fear that his beauty would be forever 
spo led. 
“ He called on me again,” said 
the witness, “and insisted upon my per­ 
forming another operation. 
He was mor­ 
bidly sensitive and it was in vain that I 
told him that no operation was necessary. 
I finally had to reset the nose in order to 
quiet him. 
But a short time later he again 
called on me and wanted me to attend to 
the m atter once more. 
He was almost in­ 
sane then and thought of nothing else but 
his injury. 
I tried to convince him that 
no further operation was necessary, but it 
was no Use, and to save his mind I had to 
operate on him again.” 
Dr. 
Cievinger testified that he had 
visited Vines frequently in the jail and 
tho young m an’s action* showed that he 
was beyond a doubt insane. 
His conduct 
after his injury alone tended to show this. 
His manner of life was completely changed. 
“ There is no doubt he is Insane,” con­ 
cluded the witness. 
The jury was out but a few minutes and 
returned a verdict to the effect that Vines 
was guilty of the act, but was insane at the 
tim e and had not yet recovered. 
The 
court ordered that he be sent to Kankakee 
and there kept until thoroughly cured.

B r o o k ly n , N. Y., March 4 .—Dr. Tal­ 
m age preached in the Brooklyn tabernacle 
[yesterday morning on the subject, ‘‘Shall 
America Be Reserved for the Americans?' * 
Aa bis sermons are now translated into 
•very language of Europe and many lan­ 
guages of Asia, in his audiences may bd 
seen persons of many different nations. 
A fter an exposition of the Scripture he 
giavo out tho hymn: 
'‘Arm of the Lord, awake! awako! 
Put on thy strength, the nations shake!” 
Text, Acts xvii, 26: “And hath made tyt 
jbne blood all Cations. ” 
That is, if for 
homo reason general phlebotomy were or­ 
dered, and standing in a row were an 
American, an Englishman, a Scotchman, 
nnd au Irishman, a Frenchman, a Norwe- 
r 
an, an Icelander, a Spaniard, an Italian, 
Russian, and representatives of all other 
nationalities bared their right arm and a 
lancet 
were 
struck 
into it tho blood 
let out 
would 
have the 
same char­ 
acteristics, for it would be rod, complex, 
Abrine, 
globuline, 
chlorine, 
and con­ 
taining sulphuric acid, potassium, phos­ 
phate of magnesia, and so on, and Harvey 
and Sir Astley Cooper and Richardson and 
Zimmerman and Brown-Sequard, and all 
tho scientific doctors, allopathic, homeo­ 
pathic, hydropathic and eclectic would 
agree with Paul as, standing on Mars hill, 
his pulpit a ridge of limestone rock fifty 
feet high, aud among the proudest and 
most exclusive and undemocratic people of 
the earth he crashed into all their preju- 
dii*es by declaring in the words of my text 
that God had made “of one blood all na­ 
tions.” 
The countenance of tho five races 
of tho human family may be different as a 
result of climate or education or habits, 
and the Malay will have the projecting 
upper jaw, and tho Caucasian tho oval 
face and small mouth, and the Ethiopian 
the retreating forehead and largo lip, and 
the Mongolian the flat face of olive hue, 
and tho American Indian the copper col­ 
ored complexion, but the blood is the same 
and indicates that they all had one origin, 
and that Adam and Eve were their ances­ 
tor and ancestress. 
I think God built this American conti­ 
nent and organized this United States re­ 
public to demonstrate the stupendous idea 
of the text. 
A man in Persia will always 
remain a Persian, a man in Switzerland 
will always remain a Swiss, a man in Aus­ 
tria will always remain an Australian, but 
all foreign nationalities coming to America 
were intended to lie Americans. 
This land 
is the chemical laboratory where foreign 
bloods are to bo inextricably mixed up and 
raco prejudices and race antipathies are 
to perish, and this sermon is an ax by 
which I hope to help kill them. 
It is not 
hard for me to preach such a sermon, 1»- 
cause, although my ancestors came to this 
country 
about 
250 
years 
ago, 
sotho 
of 
them 
came 
from 
Wales 
and 
some 
from 
Scotland 
and 
some from Holland and some from other 
lands, and I am a mixture of so mauy na­ 
tionalities that I feel at home with people 
from under every sky and have a right to 
call them blood relations. 
There are mad­ 
caps and patriotic lunatics in this country 
who are ever and anon crying out, “ Amer­ 
ica for Americans.” 
Down with the Ger­ 
mans! 
Down with the Irish! 
Down with 
tho Jews! 
Down with the Chinese! are in 
sumo directions tho popular cries, all of 
which vociferations I would drown out by 
tho full organ of my text, whilo I pull out 
tho stops and put my foot on the pedal 
that will open the loudest pipes and run 
my fingers all over the four banks of ivory 
keys, playing the chant “ God hath made 
of one blood all nations.” 
There are not five men in this audience, 
nor five men in any audience to day in 
America except on an Indian reservation, 
who wero not descended from foreigners if 
you go far enough back. 
The only# native 
Americans are tho Modocs, the Shawnees, 
the Chippewas, the Cherokees, the Chicka­ 
saws, the Seminoles, and such like. 
If the 
principle America only for Americans be 
carried out, then you and I have no right 
to he here and we had better charter all 
the steamers and nxen-of war and yachts 
and sloops and get out of this country as 
quick as possible. 
The pilgrim fathers 
were all immigrants, the Huguenots all im 
migrants. 
The cradle of most every one 
of our families was rocked on the bank of 
the Clyde or tho Rhine or the ShanLon, or 
the Seine or the Tiber. Had the watchword: 
‘‘America for Americans’ ’ been an early and 
successfully where now stand cities would 
have 
stuud 
Indian 
wigwams, 
and 
canoes 
instead 
of 
steamers 
would 
have tracked the Hudson and the Con 
nectlcut; and instead of the Mississippi be­ 
ing the main artery of the continent it 
would have been only a trough for deer and 
antelope and wild pigeons to drink out of. 
W hat makes the cry of “ America for 
Americans” the more absurd and the more 
inhuman is that some in this country Who 
themselves arrived here in their boyhood|or 
arrived here only one or two generations 
back are joining in the cry. 
Escaped 
from foreign despotisms themselves they 
say, “ Shut the door of escape for others. ” 
Getting themselves on our shores in a life­ 
boat from tho shipwreck saying, “ Haul in 
tho boat on the beach and let the rest of 
the passengers go to the bottom!” 
Men 
who have yet on them a Scotch, or Ger­ 
man, or English, or Irish brogue crying 
out: 
“ America for Americans!” 
W hat if 
the native inhabitants of heaven, I mean 
the Jan gels, the cherubim, the seraphim 
born there should stand in the gate and 
when they see us coming up at the last 
should say: 
“Go back! 
Heaven for the 
heavenians!” 
Of course we do well not to allow for 
eign nation? to make this country a convict 
colony. 
We would have a wall Luilt as 
high as heaven and as deep as hell against 
foreign thieves, pickpockets, and anarch­ 
ists. 
We would not let them wipe their 
feet on the m at of the outside door at Castle 
Garden. 
If England, or Russia, or Ger­ 
many, or France send here their despera­ 
does to get clear of them we would have 
these desperadoes sent back in chains to 
the places where they came from. 
We 
will not have America become the dumping 
place for foreign vagabondism. 
But you 
build up a wall at the Narrows before 
New York Harbor, or at the Golden Gate 
before San Francisco, and forbid the com­ 
ing of tho industrious aud hard-working 
and honest populations of other lands who 
want to breathe the air of our free institu­ 
tions and get opportunity for better llveli- 


face.’ He bas at “least'five sons,'a North 
American, a South American, a European, 
an 'Asiatic, and an African. 
The North 
American sniffs the breeze and says to his 
four brothers and sisters: 
“ Let the South 
American stay in South America, let the 
European stay In Europe, let the Asiatic 
stay in Asia, let the African stay in Affich 
but America is for me. 
I think it is the 
parlor of the whole earth. 
I like its car­ 
pet of grass and its upholstery of the front 
window, namely the American sunrise, and 
the upholstery of the back parlor, namely 
the American sunset. 
Now I want you to 
all stay ont and keep to your places.” 
I 
am sure the father of the whole human 
race would hear of it and chastisement 
would come and, whether by earthquake or 
flood 
or drought or heaven-darkening 
swarms of locust and grasshopper or destroy­ 
ing angel or pestilence. God would rebuke our 
selfishness as a nation and say to the four 
winds of heaven: 
“ This world is my house 
and the North American is no more my 
child than is the South American and 
the European and the Asiatic an i tho Af­ 
rican. 
And I built this world for all tho 
children, and the parlor is theirs and all is 
theirs.” 
For, let me say, whether we will 
or not, tho population of other lands will 
come here. 
There are harbors all the way 
from Baffin’s bay to Galveston, and if you 
shut fifty gates there will be other gates 
unguarded. 
Aud if you forbid foreigners 
from coming on the steamers they will take 
sailing vessels. 
And if you forbid them 
coming on sailing vessels tboy will come in 
l>oat8. 
And if you will not let them come 
in boats they will come on rafts. 
And 
if you will not allow wharfage to tho 
raft they will leave it outside {randy 
Hook and swim for froo America. 
Stop 
them? 
You might as well pass a law* for­ 
bidding a swarm of summer bees from 
lighting on the clovor top, or pass a law 
forbidding the tides of tho Atlantic to rise 
when the moon puts under it silver g rap­ 
pling hooks, or a law that the noonday sun 
should not irradiate tho atmosphere. They 
have come. 
They are coining now. 
They 
will come. 
And if I had a voice loud 
enough to be heard across tho seas I would 
put it to the utmost tension and cry: 
Let 
them come! 
You stingy, selfish, shriveled 
up, blasted souls who sit before your silver 
dinner plate piled up with breast of roast 
turkey, incarnadined with cranberry, your 
fork full and your mouth full and cram ­ 
ming down the superabundance till your 
digestive organs are deteriorizod, let tho 
millions of your fellow men have at least 
the wishing bone. 
But some of this cry, America for Amer­ 
icans, may ariso from an honest fear lest 
this land be overcrowded. 
Such persona 
had better take the Northern Pacific or 
Union Pacific or Southern Pacific or A tlan­ 
tic & Charlotte Air-Line or Toxas & Santa 
Fe and go a long journey and find out that 
no more than a tenth of this continent is 
fully cultivated. 
If a man with IOO acres 
of farm land should put all his cultivation 
on one acre he would be cultivating a 
larger ratio of his farm than our nation is 
now occupying of the national farm. 
Pour 
the whole human race, 
Europo, 
Asia, 
Africa, and all the islands of tho ion into 
America and there would Le room t > spare. 
AU the Rock Mountain barrenness an I ult 
the other American deserts are to tie fertil­ 
ized, and as Salt Lake City and much of 
Utah once yielded not a blade of grass now 
by artificial irrigation have become gar­ 
dens, so a large part of this continent that 
now is too poor to grow even a mullen 
stalk or a Canada thistle, will by artificial 
irrigation like an lUinois prairie wave with 
wheat or like a Wisconsin farm rustle 
with corn tassels. 
Besides that, after per­ 
haps a century or two more, when this 
continent Is quite well occupied the tide of 
immigration will turn the other way. 
Politics and governmental affairs being 
corrected on the other side of the waters, 
Ireland under different regulation turned 
into a garden, will invite back another 
generation of Irishmen, and 
tho wide 
wastes of Russia brought from under des­ 
potism wUl with her own green fields in­ 
vite back another generation of Russians. 
And there will Le hundreds of thousands 
of Americans every year settling on the 
other continents. 
And after a number of 
centuries, all tho earth full and crowded, 
what then? 
Well, at that time some night 
a panther meteor wandering through tho 
heavens will put its pan' on our world and 
stop it, and putting its j anthol* ’eeth into 
tho neck of its mountain rango still shake 
it lifeless as a rat-torrier a rat. 
to I have 
no more fear of America being overcrowd­ 
ed than that tho porpoises iii tho A tlanti • 
ocean will become so numerous as to stop 
shipping. 
It is through mighty addition of foreign 
population to our native population that I 
think God is going to fill this land with a 
race of people 95 per cent superior to any­ 
thing tho world has ever seen. 
Interm ar­ 
riage of families and interm arriage of 
nations is depressing and crippling. 
M ar­ 
riage outside of one’s own nationality is a 
mighty gain. 
W hat makes tho Scotch- 
Irish second to no pedigree for brain and 
stamina of character so that blood goes 
right up to the Supreme court bench and 
to tho front rank in jurisprudence and 
merchandise and art? 
Because 
nothing 
under heaven can be more unliko than a 
Scotchman and an Irishman and the de­ 
scendants of those two conjoined national 
flies, unless rum flings them, go right to 
the tip top of everything. 
All national- 
ties coming to this land the opposites will 
all the while be affianced and French and 
German will unite and that will stop all 
the 
quarrel 
between 
them, 
anil 
one 
child 
they 
will 
call 
Alsace 
and 
the 
other Loraine. 
And hot-blooded Spaniard 
will unite with cool-blooded Polander and 
romantic Italian With matter-of-fact Nor­ 
wegian, and 150 years from now tho race 
occupying this land will bo in stature, ii: 
purity of complexion, in liquidity of eye, 
in gracefulness of pose, in dome like brow, 
in taste, in intelligence, and in morals sc 
far ahead of anything now known or 
either side the seas that this last quartet 
of the nineteenth century will seem to then 
like the dark ages. 
Oh, then how thoj 
will legislate and bargain and pray and 
preach and govern! 
This is tho land iv bort 
by tho mingling of races the raco questior 
is to get its death blow. 
How heaven feel:

during the Revolutionary war your Talliers 
treated our fathers roughly England has 
more than atoned for that by giving to

Witness the m ag­

And who 
shall

Presbyterianism, the balance wheel of all 
other denominations. And how shall Amer­ 
icans ever pay your native land for what 
Thomas Chalmers and Macintosh and Rob • 
ert Burns and Christopher North and Rob­ 
ert McCheyne and Candlish and Guthrie 
have done for Americans? Are you a 
Frenchman? 
We can not forget your La­ 
fayette, who, in the most desperate time of 
our revolution, New York surrendered and 
our armies flying in retreat, espoused our 
cause and at Brandywine, Monmouth and 
, Yorktown and putjall America under eter­ 
nal obligation. 
And we can not forget the 
coming to the rescue of our fathers Roch- 
ambeau and his French fleet of 6, OOO armed 
men. 
Are you a German? 
W e have not 
forgotten the eleven wounds through which 
your Baron DeKalb poured out his lifo 
blood at the head of the Maryland and Del­ 
aware troops 
in the disastrous battle 
a t Camden, and after we have namodjour 
streets and our cities and counties after him 
wa have not paid a tithe of what we owe 
Germany for his valor and self-sacrifice. 
And what about Martin Luther, the giant 
German who inado way for religious lib­ 
erty for all lands and ages? 
Are you 
i Polander? How cqn we forget your bril­ 
liant Count 
Pulaski, whose bones wero 
j laid in Savannah river after a mortal 
wound gotten while in the stirrups of one 
of 
tho fiercest cavalry charges of the 
American revolution:' 
But with no time to 
particularize I say, “ AU hail to the 
and women of other lands who come 
with honest purpose!” 
Renounce all 
gation to foreign despots. 
Take the 
of 
American allegiance. 
(let out 
naturalization papers. 
Don’t talk against 
our institutions, for the fact that you 
came here and stay shows that you like 
ours better than any other. 
If you don’t 
like them thoro are steamers going out of 
our ports every day and the faro is cheap 
and, lest you should be detained for p art­ 
ing civilities, I bid you good-by now. 
But 
if you like it here, then I charge you at 
Hie ballot-box, in 
legislative 
hall, 
in 
churches, and everywhere, bo out and-out 
American. 
Do not try to establish here 
tho looso foreign Sabbaths or transcendent­ 
alism spun into a religion of mush and 
moonshine, or foreign libertinism, or that 
condensation of all thievery, seoundrelism, 
lust, murder, and perdition which in Bus 
sin is called Nihilism, and in France called 
Communism, and in America called A n­ 
archism. 
Unite with us in m aking|by tho 
grace of God the 15,000,000 square miles 
of America on both sides tho Isthmus of 
Panama tho paradise of virtue and religion. 
My other word suggests what Americans 
ought to do for foreigners. 
By all possible 
means explain to them our institutions. 
Coining here, the vast m ajority of them 
know about as much concerning republican 
or democratic form of government as you 
in tho United States know about politics of 
Denmark or France or Italy or Switzer­ 
land, namely, nothing. 
Explain to them 
that liberty in this country means liberty 
to do right but not lil»orty to do wrong. 
Never 
in their presence say anything 
against their native land, for, no m atter 
how 
much 
they 
may 
have been op 
pressed 
there, 
in 
that 
native 
land 
there 
are 
sacred 
places, 
cabins, 
or mansions around 
whose doors they 
played and perhaps somewhere there is a 
grave into which they would like, when 
life’s toils arc over, to be let down, for it is 
m other’s grave and it would be like going 
again into the loving arms that first held 
them and against the bosom that has pil­ 
lowed them. 
My! *ny! how low down a

Alexander GrogaD, one of the veteran 
employes of the Chicago & Northwest­ 
ern raod in this city, was killed while a1 
w ork in the sw itch yards yesterday. One 
of the trucks of a coal car needed repair­ 
ing, Bnd about ten o’clock Grogan, who 
has been (cr years in charge of the day 
gang of car men, began work. T h3 car 
was on a track near the new coal sheds, 
some distance south of the freight depot. 
While he was at work a freight train 
was switching on adjoining tracks. The 
switchmen failed to see Grogan’s signal 
and “threw open” the track on which he 
was. In a moment there was a crash and 
a cry of agony. The coal oar, being 
without one of its trucks, was driven 
from the track, and two oar lengths over 
the ground, while Grogan was left lying 
across the rail terribly mangled. 
He was taken at onoe to the freight 
depot, and Drs. Loomis and Mills called 
to attend him. They found the left leg 
broken in two places between the hip 
And the knee; the left arm broken above 
the wrist; the right leg broken both 
above 
and 
below 
the 
knee, 
and the back broken at the third vertebra 
above the hip. 
Apparently the wheels had passed over 
both legs, the axle at the same time 
bending the unfortunate man backwards 
with such force as to fracture the spine. 
Death ensued about an hour after the 
accident. 
Grogan was conscious until 
ten minutes of the end and dictated pro­ 
visions for bis wife and children. After 
disposing of hi3 property he said: 
(,I was repairing the southern end 
the car; was under car; Tom Lynch put 
a hag out. 
I knew nothing of the car 
coming; I was patting on a ‘horse’; 
think it was the switch engine backing 
down; I had been working about twenty 
minutes on the car; on the wood yard 
track.” 
The tram by which Grogan was 
killed was a long one, and the switch 
engine which was moving it was near 
Pleasant street, around a curve. 
The 
switch men who were doing the sig­ 
naling say that if Grogan’s Hag was out 
it must have been hung in suoh a way as 
to be hidden by projecting timbers. 
Funeral services will be held Wed­ 
nesday morning at St. Patnrk’s church.
